| Bench, resigned from. the House and 
became a judge of the Supreme Court 
of Nova Scotia, Were that indom- 
table wit for which he wae already 
famed received a lavish play, and 
many of his judicial mots are cele- 
brated.—The, Globe.

Mr. Theabauld had wandered 
around in the forest ail alone with- 
out food or shelter, It was not 
until Friday afternoon that it be- 
came known in Blairmore that 
Louie Theabauld had left the 
South Fork at the ubove stated 
time. Knowing that he had not 
arrived in, Blairmore, the people 
became anxious and a search party 
was immediately organized. They 
leit at 4.30 p.m. same evening, 
After considerable difficulty in 
passing over trails where heavy 
wind falls, coupled with snow 
from three to four feet in depth, 
had piled, the party halted for the 
night, and bright and early on the 
following morning they started on 
their journey and found the object 
of their search about seven miles 
south of Blairmore. 

Mr. Theabguld believes that on 
Friday when he first saw the sun, 
he was fifteen miles south east of 
Blairmore. He further believes 
that he would have been able to 
reach Blairmore that day even if 
the search party had not found 


him,
